TOWN HALL LIGHT SHOW IMPRESSES 


A young couple who moved 
into their council house in 
Pardoe Crescent, Barry, 
just four weeks ago, say 
they were shocked to 
discover the property has 
mice and asbestos. 

Chris and Kelly Newth 
dreamed of a new start in the town 
after moving from Ely because 
they thought it would be better for 
the children and because Chris has 
relatives nearby. 

The Vale Council has assured 
The GEM that housing officials 
are dealing with the case. 

But Chris and Kelly say they 
are now in a quandary as to 
whether they should look for 
somewhere else to live as 
Christmas approaches. 

Kelly said: “We discovered 
there was asbestos in the ceilings

and we’ve had mice running round 
the house - they’ve been on the 
children’s beds and in the kitchen 
cupboards. 

“We’ve found poo on the beds, 
in the kitchen and in the lounge. 
The council thinks there are four 
or five mice.” 

One of the children was in bed 
when a mouse was spotted on the 
bed clothes. 

The couple and their four 
children have had two visits so far 
from the pest control department 
of the Vale Council. They were 
incensed when a council worker 
said the kids should “man up” 
after they had explained the 
children didn’t like the mice being 
around. The council did apologise 


for the comments. 

Chris said: “We have now 
emailed Alun Cairns, the local MP, 
to look into the matter. 

“If we had known about the 
mice and asbestos we would never 
have signed for the property.” 

Kelly explained: “The last thing 
we want to do is move just before 
Christmas, but the kids are saying 
they don’t want to stay. 

“Because the mice have been in 
the kitchen we’ve been going over 
to my mum in Ely to have meals.” 

When the couple were 
considering a move to Pardoe 
Crescent, they were told the house 
would get a new kitchen and 
bathroom. The prospect of those 
improvements doesn’t make them 
feel any better about their 
predicament.

Some measure,, such 
as speed humps should 
be put in to slow drivers 
down and encourage 
them to concentrate. 

In Colhugh Street, the 
double yellow lines are 
treated as a joke and 
largely ignored;

Non-politicians have 
right view on merger 


T HE GEM’s articles last 
week, November 27, 
were a well structured 
approach to the differing 
views regarding merging 
councils. 

I myself was a politician for quite a 
number of years and still attend 
political meetings of interest but I’m 
still struggling to make any sense of 
the politicians’ desire for a 
Vale/Bridgend merger on pages 24 
and 25. 

Compared to the clear arguments 
from the two non-politicians, Paul 
Haley and Dennis Harkus, there is just 
no level-headed case put forward for a 
merger with Bridgend. In fact, they 
could lose out on European funding 
maybe because the Vale is considered 
more affluent than Bridgend. 

Bridgend’s Coun Smith says to 
look east for the economic benefits 
and others point out the council tax is 
lower, but that all equally applies to 
the Vale looking towards Cardiff. 

Vale taxpayers will have a 5.3 per 
cent council tax reduction following a 
merger to the east, with the economic 
power house of Cardiff. 

The Vale council leader says: 
“Bringing the Vale and Bridgend 
together will allow us to develop 
realistic solutions to the major issues 
faced by our communities”. But the 
same ‘realistic solutions’ could come 
from a merger with Cardiff. The case 


put forward by the Vale is based on 
similarities and is far from the 
‘exceptional case’ required by the 
Welsh Government. 

The Vale Conservatives are 
opposed to any merger, especially 
with Bridgend which has just one 
Tory councillor. The fact is they want 
the Vale to stand alone for that very 
reason. Plaid Cymru have still to 
make up their minds. Perhaps they 
are waiting to see which way the wind 
is going to blow. 

On the other hand, the two ‘local 
campaigners’ on page 7 score 
maximum points with their reasoning, 
which is more focused on what is best 
for the community and not the 
interests of serving politicians. 

We have to change the way we do 
things - we have far too many 
councillors and highly-paid top 
managers; people’s expectations are 
high and there is insufficient money to 
meet those demands in the way we 
currently manage public services. 
Barry and other urban areas have 
suffered for too long under the control 
of Vale-minded politicians. 

I believe a merger with Cardiff is 
the best way forward for our town and 
other urban communities. 

This is just my opinion on what has 
been put in front of me and I suspect a 
lot of Vale politicians will not agree 
with my words. In the end it should 
be down to what is best for the people 
of the Vale.

CARDIFF CROWN COURT 
ROUND-UP by AJ SICLUNA 


Dinas Powys man found 
not guilty of sex charge 


IT took a jury at Cardiff Crown Court 
just 35 minutes to clear a Dinas Powys 
man of allegations that he committed a 
sexual offence against a teenage girl. 

Jamie Rees (35) of Greenfield Avenue, was 
found not guilty of a single charge of sexual 
assault. 

At a previous hearing, he was cleared of two 
charges of sexual assault on the same girl, but 
the jury had failed to agree on the present 
count and a retrial was ordered. 

At the previous trial, he was also found not 
guilty of a charge of harassment. 

Prosecutor John Warren alleged that Rees 
had bombarded the girl with texts full of 
sexual overtones. 

When arrested, Rees denied touching her 
sexually. 

“I sent texts to wind her up,” he said.

Close, Barry, pleaded 
guilty to producing 
cannabis and possessing 
the drug with intent. 

Prosecutor John 
Warren said that on April 
6, two police support 
officers on duty near a 
Tesco store in Barry, saw 
the defendant in a BMW 
vehicle. Inside, they 
found a cannabis grinder 
and a quantity of the 
drug. 

Case told the officers: 
“I sell it to my mates.” 

His home was 
searched, and in a 


bedroom were what the 
prosecution described as 
“15 street deals worth 
£250 in total” in a 
ziplock bag. 

In a shed outside, 
police found one 
cannabis plant growing. 

Case admitted that the 
cannabis in the car had 
been supplied to friends, 
and the plant was to 
produce cannabis for 
personal use. 

He also said that 15 
deals were being held for 
a friend. 

His counsel, Kevin 
Seal, said: “He has never 
been in trouble before, 
and he is now within the 
criminal justice system, 
which has caused him 
great anxiety. 

“He fully co-operated 
with the authorities. He 
has been foolish and has 
been hardworking since 
leaving school. 

“He realises his 
behaviour has put 
everything in jeopardy, 
but he has reassessed his 
life. This is something 
he does not want to bring 
upon himself again.”

jumper and toiletries. 

When arrested, she 
appeared to be drunk and 
said she had been taking 
methadone. In addition, 
she admitted taking 
property from three other 
shops because she had 
little money to live on. 

The court heard she 
had previous convictions 
for 62 offences, several 
for shoplifting, as well as 
convictions for attempted 
robbery and robbery. 

In September, said Mr 
Bennett, she admitted a 
charge of burglary and 
was given a community 
order. 

Her counsel, James 
Evans, said: “She 

acknowledges she was 
given a chance in the 
past, which she failed to 
take and unfortunately 
fell back to her old 
ways.”

Penarth man 
stole clothing 
‘out of spite’ 


A BURGLAR raided an 
address in Cardiff “out of 
spite”, the city’s Crown Court 
has been told, writes AJ 
SICLUNA. 

Daniel Palmer (28) of Bradford 
Place, Penarth, admitted entering 
accommodation in Richmond Road, 
Roath, and stealing clothing. 

He was sentenced to 32 weeks’ 
imprisonment, suspended for a year, 
and ordered to carry out 150 hours 
unpaid work. 

He was also ordered to pay the 
victim of the theft £250 compensation 
and a victim surcharge of £100. 

Judge David Wyn Morgan told him: 
“You have shown in the last 18 months 
that you are capable of grasping 
opportunities. This was a fall from 
grace.” 

Prosecutor John Warren said that on 
October 3, Palmer met a woman in the 
City Road area of Cardiff and then 
returned to her address, buying alcohol 
on the way. 


Because she believed Palmer was 
acting strangely, she fled from him. 

“She returned later to her home, was 
aware the lights were on and found 
clothing had been stolen. Ketchup and 
mayonnaise had been squirted on her 
bed.” 

Police officers later studied CCTV 
footage and Palmer was identified. 

He was arrested, said Mr Warren, 
and admitted to burglary and causing 
damage. 

He claimed he and the woman had 
smoked drugs in the flat and he had 
left, but returned to retrieve his keys 
and wallet. 

He also said he stole the clothing 
“out of spite” and disposed of them in 
a bin. 

He was said to have convictions for 
theft and obtaining property by 
deception. 

Said his barrister Hash Salman: 
“This was not a straightforward 
burglary. Luckily, he has the support 
of his family and partner. It was 
stupidity and nastiness.”

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Work on Five Mile 
Lane to start in 2016 


REGIONAL AM, Andrew 
RT Davies, has sought 
clarification from the 
Welsh Government over 
its plans for Five Mile 
Lane following safety 
concerns raised in The 
GEM by readers. 

The Welsh Government has 
now said work upgrading Five 
Mile Lane may not get under 
way until 2016, with the scheme 
expected to cost more than £25 
million. 

However, details of the plans 
remain sketchy with advanced 


design work only expected to 
start at some point “before the 
end of 2015”. 

The news emerged in a written 
assembly question by Andrew 
RT Davies to Economy Minister 
Edwina Hart. 

Mr Davies said: “It is 
disappointing that work will not 
get under way until 2016 on 
improvements to this stretch of 
road in the Vale. 

“However, that does give the 
council and Welsh Government 
an opportunity to conduct a 
meaningful consultation process 
with the public. 

“It is odd, however, that such a 


large budget has been made 
available for the project when the 
public remains in the dark over 
whether the scheme will lead to 
an entirely new road, or just an 
upgrade to the existing route. 

“I believe that residents and 
road users support the principle 
of improving this dreadful piece 
of road. However, it is far from 
clear whether this actually calls 
for a completely new road. 

“Either way, the public want 
and deserve an opportunity to 
have their say and it is important 
that the Minister brings forward 
detailed proposals for local 
consideration.”

Given the enduring 
popularity of Michael 
Bond’s creation, it was 
always a matter of when 
and not if the duffel 
coat-wearing bear would 
find himself in cinemas, 
but as history has taught 
us, getting the character 
onto the big screen is 
one thing, maintain the 
charm and personality 
of the source material is 
a different thing 
altogether. 

Thankfully, under the 
auspices of writer and 
director Paul King, 
Paddington achieves 
this with aplomb, the 
finished product a 
thoroughly charming, 
witty and beguiling film 
that will appeal as much 
to the young at heart as 
the young of age.

paced, with very little 
that feels superfluous, 
and maintains the warm 
wit and English-ness of 
Bond’s books. He crafts 
real characters, not only 
giving Paddington a 
depth that many real-life 
characters lack, but also 
those around him, the 
Brown family in 
particular written with a 
real eye for both detail 
and realism. 

For those who 
haven’t seen King’s 
debut feature Bunny and 
The Bull (well worth 
checking out), the 
wonderful visual 
sensibility the director 
brings will charm and 
delight, whether it is a 
train-station meeting 
using a toy railway or 
the leaves of the mural 
of a tree in the Browns’ 
house losing its leaves; 
he gives London a 
fairytale feel, and while 
there is the usual case of 
landmark overkill, really 
captures the beauty of 
the city, Mary Poppins 
an obvious touchstone 
both visually and 


narratively. 

While King’s visual 
storytelling is married to 
a strong and efficient 
script, the CGI is also 
tremendous, with 
Paddington being 
superbly realised and 
carrying a real presence, 
while the fleeting 
moments of action are 
delivered with enough 
fizz and humour that 
you completely 
overlook the 
ludicrousness of it all. 

Voicing Paddington, 
Ben Whishaw is a 
revelation, his clipped, 
polite tones the perfect 
fit for a character who 
was to be voiced by 
Colin Firth before it was 
deemed the latter’s 
voice too ‘lived-in’ for 
such a young bear. 
Showing the same level 
of assurance you see in 
his live-action 
performances, Whishaw 
is the fulcrum of the 
cast. 

Equally as good are 
Hugh Bonneville and 
Sally Hawkins, their 
characters, and the 
performances, going 
deeper than simply a 
grown-up presence in a 
kids’ film. Their 
relationship floundering 
under his risk-adverse 
personality (seeing him 
go from biker to Volvo 
driver is wonderfully 
played), Paddington’s 
arrival brings them 
closer together; without 
him you’d be looking at 
a study of the 
breakdown of a 
marriage, so well- 
written and performed 
their relationship is.

bear, her villainous turn 
delivered with a hint of 
ham but all the better for 
it, while a raft of smaller 
turns from some fine 
actors gives the film real 
depth. 

It’s more than just 
premature Christmas 
spirit that prevents me 
from saying anything 
negative about this film.

T O say that 
there have 
been changes 
at the Bryn Owain, 
just outside 
Cowbridge on the 
A48, would be a 
massive 

understatement. 

After all, a six-figure 
investment is a 
significant sum in 
anyone’s language, and 
it has completely 
transformed the look of 
the former Loch Fyne 
premises. 

Walk into the Bryn 
Owain now and you are 
in a warm and 
welcoming 
environment. 

The table layout 
reveals that the accent is 
on food. There are no 
‘trendy’ chrome fittings, 
on view - the look is 
natural wood and warm 
colours. 

Stuart Buzza is the 
manager now, and when 
The GEM dropped in, 


he was buzzing - after a 
very busy day courtesy 
of the Cowbridge 
Reindeer Parade, as 
families looked for 
somewhere to enjoy 
their Sunday lunch. 

As the Bryn Owain 
has put a lot of thought 
into making a visit to 
the restaurant a real 
family experience, it 
was just what Stuart 
was hoping for. 

The parent company 
of the Bryn Owain is 
Greene King and Stuart, 
who was brought up in 
Chepstow, is delighted 
to be back in the south 
Wales area after five 
years managing one of 
the company's flagship 
pubs, the White Hart in 
London. 

He said: “Growing up 
in Chepstow we played 
rugby against teams 
from this area. That was 
quite an experience but 
it would be good to get 
training again and see if 
I can get a game with 
Cowbridge”. 


One of the first 
changes Stuart made 
when he took over at 
the Bryn Owain was to 
have proper table 
service for the diners.

Tramping through the 
Millfields, then up 
through muddy 

woodland paths to reach 
the site of Dinas Powys 
hill fort, they learned the 
site dates back to the 


Dark Ages. It was 
possibly occupied by 
people who inhabited the 
Roman villa in nearby 
Llandough, and ditches, 
swords and spears found 
at the site indicate it was 
highly defended because 
of the unrest and 
violence of the time.

Cwm Gorge, the route 
led them up through The 
Lawns and under the 
A4232 to the massive 
site of Caerau hill fort, an 
important settlement that 
originally had a ringwork 
castle with a ditch and 
entrance tower that 


would have doubled as a 
keep, with a spring on the 
east side to provide 
water. 

After coffee within the 
walls of the derelict St 
Mary’s Church, which 
over the years has been 
constantly vandalised, 
they made their way to

National winner

Penarth hockey second 
team take the glory 


I N another 
extract from my 
book, The Welsh 
Grand National - 
From Deerstalker to 
Supreme Glory, 
published by The 
History Press at 
£12.99, we learn 
how the Vale’s Posy 
Lewis won her 
second Welsh 
Grand National... 

David Nicholson 
made it three wins in a 
row when landing the 
1961 race on little 
Limonali. Having been 
successful the previous 
year on Clover Bud and 
the year before on 
Limonali, he had the 
choice of riding either 
and, as luck would have 
it, he picked the right 
one. 

Limonali in winning 
the race for the second 
time gave a brilliant 
display of jumping in 
blinding rain and in 
doing so beat two other 
Welsh horses Chavara 
and Clover Bud. 

According to the 
racecard, Limonali was 
trained by Mrs Lewis’ 
son Ifor and when 
Limonali had won in 
1959, her brother Clem 
Morel was down as the 
trainer. But almost 
everyone knew that the 
horse was trained by his 
owner. 

Women in those days 
were not allowed to train. 
Mrs Posy Lewis, who 


received a great ovation 
in the unsaddling 
enclosure, recalled: “We 
had prayed for rain and it 
came just in time. 
Limonali was kicked by 
another jockey’s stirrup 
in the Hennessy two 
years before, and he 
literally had a chip on his 
shoulder which moved 
about beneath his skin 
until it eventually 
attached itself to the 
shoulder bone again.” 

In the race itself, Stan 
Mellor jumped Chavara 
to the front six fences 
from home, but 
immediately David 
Nicholson had Limonali 
at his girths. From then 
on the race developed 
into a great duel with 
Limonali, who never put 
a foot wrong throughout 
the stamina-sapping 
journey, jumping 

fractionally ahead at each 
of the remaining fences. 

A mistake by Chavara 
at the third last did not 
improve Mellor’s 

chances of overtaking 
Limonali , who produced 
a good turn of speed to 
pass the winning post 
five lengths clear. Clover 
Bud, this time ridden by 
David Mould, ran on 
gamely to finish a further 
two lengths back in third 
spot with 

Knockanacunna, ridden 
by Michael Scudamore, 


finishing in fourth and 
last place.

PENARTH First XI 
made the short trip to

table in a division where 
four points separates 
sixth from 12th.

Almost 10,000 die in Great War battle 


THE speaker at last 
week’s Barry Men’s 
Forum was Gavin Davies. 

He gave a detailed account of 
the events leading up to, during 
and after the Battle of Jutland. 

It was the largest naval battle 
and the only full scale clash of 
battleships in the First World 
War. The Royal Navy had been 
blockading the German sea 
ports to prevent food supplies 
getting to Germany. 

The British Fleet was 
commanded by Admiral Sir 
John Jellicoe, Admiral David 
Beatty and Rear Admiral Sir 
Thomas Evans. The German 
fleet was led by Vice Admiral 
Reinhard S cheer and Vice 
Admiral Franz Hipper. 

Several blunders prevented 


the Royal Navy from destroying 
the German Navy. The Allies 
had captured a vital code book 
and intercepted messages, 
describing the Germans’ plans 
to lure, trap and destroy a 
portion of our fleet. 

Due to this information, our 
fleet had sailed before the 
German fleet left port. 

On paper, the British fleet 
was superior in the numbers of 
ships and guns, but in practice 
the Germans out-manoeuvred 
and out-gunned them. A 15 inch 
gun can fire a one ton shell up to 
18 miles, but it takes two 
minutes to hit the target. With 
both ships travelling at 25 knot 
speed and being 10 miles apart 
depending on their course and 
speed, only around two per cent 
hits were recorded. 


There were several factors 
which changed the outcome of 
what should have been a 
foregone conclusion. The 
German ships had superior 
range finders. The Royal Navy 
relied on signal flags and 
flashing searchlight, using 
Morse code. 

They were hampered by the 
heavy fog, during the battle; 
several vital messages were 
missed, lost or ignored. This 
allowed the German fleet to 
escape and return to port. 

During the conflict, 14 Royal 
Navy ships and 11 German 
ships were damaged or sunk and 
6,780 British seamen and 3,050 
German seamen lost their lives. 
This action allowed our naval 
blockade to continue. 

It caused the German Navy to 


rethink their strategy and limit 
their attacks on merchant 
shipping by only using 
submarines (U-Boats). 

It was estimated that 290,000 
German people died of 
starvation during the blockade. 
The Germans’ action of 
indiscriminately sinking 
merchant ships with their U- 
Boats caused America to 
declare war on Germany in 
April 1917. 

On Thursday, December 11, 
Dr Tom Sharpe will be speaking 
on the topic of ‘Captain Scott’s 
Expedition’.

‘Futsal’ added to the 
menu at Rhws school 


WITH the windy and wet 
weather setting in, free play 
and structured physical 
activity on the school field is 
becoming a distant memory. 

So, Rhws Primary School has taken 
a proactive approach and introduced 
futsal to their key stage 2 pupils, as a 
game which builds on pupils’ 
enthusiasm for football but can be 
played on a playground surface. 

Futsal has famously been promoted 
by icons such as Lionel Messi and 
those players who have come from a 
foundation of futsal have a confidence 
with the ball which continues to leave 
other players in awe. 

The priority in futsal is to motivate 
players in an environment that is 
conducive to learning. The more 
pleasure children have from their 
participation, the more they wish to 
play and practice on their own. 

While their instinct to play is 
natural, their affection and 
appreciation for football must be 
nurtured and developed. 

Futsal is the foundation to such 
goals because it allows players to 
frequently touch the ball, presents 
many opportunities to score goals, and 
score goals often, and encourages 
regaining possession of the ball as a 
productive, fun and rewarding part of 
the game. 

Futsal is having a really positive 
effect on pupils’ participation in 
physical activity at break times at 
Rhws, with new pupils wanting to get 


involved and play every day. It is a 
very inclusive form of football that 
allows children of all abilities to 
achieve and develop their skills and 
confidence. 

It is also having a positive effect on 
pupils’ behaviour and is allowing 
pupils to develop sportmanship. 

Year 6 pupils have also taken on 
leadership roles and are leading and 
officiating futsal games with the 
younger pupils. We may well have 
some future coaches in the making! 

The wet weather doesn’t hold pupils 
back during curriculum time either, 
thanks to the hard work and 
commitment of a small group of 
parents and volunteers that make up 
the ‘Friends Of Rhws Primary 
(FORP)’ group. 

FORP have just invested some of 
the money they have raised in 
enhancing pupils’ learning experiences 
in the great outdoors. In 2011 the 
schools’ inspectorate Estyn said that 
children under five learn better and 
develop quicker with outdoor lessons. 

Now, pupils are able to access the 
outdoors in all weathers at Rhws 
thanks to FORP who have bought wet 
weather suits which can be used by 
foundation phase pupils allowing them 
to access outdoor learning whatever 
the weather. 

The weather may not be bright but 
the future is for pupils at Rhws 
Primary School!

However, 
there were those - 
including the 
bookmakers, who had 
paid out over Prince 
Haven 11 - who thought 
Mr Thomas' horse had 
won outright. 

To be fair to the 
judge I should point out 
that the winning post at 
St Hilary was a long 
way from the natural 
grandstand where 
racegoers viewed the 
races. But more fuel 
was added to the fire 
when it was discovered 
that far from being a 
maiden (a horse which 
has not won a race) 

Quip had won, among 
several other races on 
the flat, the Danish St 
Leger! 

But amazingly, 
Weatherbys ruled that 
these wins did not 
render Quip ineligible 
for maiden events. In all 
of Quip's previous races 
it had started at odds of 
33-1 or more but on this 
occasion Quip had been 
well backed and started 
at odds of around 6-1! 

There was a 
sensational finish to the 
men's open race at the 
Tredegar Farmers 
meeting at Lower 
Machen in 1970. The 
late Katie Gaze's Frozen 
Dawn, an odds-on 
favourite, jumped the 
last fence with a good 
lead over Mr M C 
Watt's Silver Too. 

But Frozen Dawn, 
still full of running, was 
suddenly eased by her 
apparently over 
confident rider, Henry 
Oliver, just before the 
winning post, with the 
result that Silver Too 
was able to catch and 
pass Frozen Dawn. 

To the crowd's 
amazement, however - 
and mine as I was on 
the haycart alongside 


him - the judge saw 
things differently and 
gave a head verdict in 
Frozen Dawn's favour! 
As for Frozen Dawn's 
rider, he was called 
before the stewards who 
cautioned him for going 
to sleep! 

The postscript to this 
story is that just three 
days later Frozen Dawn 
won the coveted Lady 
Dudley Cup at the 
Worcestershire Hunt 
races. 

One of the strangest 
two-horse races I have 
ever witnessed was 
between Mr Cyril 
Hughes’ Appianky and 
Mr Glynne Clay's 
Rookey in the members' 
race at the 
Monmouthshire at 
Llanvapley in 1971. 

Before the start, I had 
heard a rumour that the 
odds-on Appianky had 
been a very sick horse 
and had been close to 
death earlier in the 
week. Well, Appianky 
certainly ran like a sick 
animal, always 
struggling throughout 


and finishing streets 
behind Rookery, who 
had made every yard of 
the running. 

Whether Appianky 
was put down shortly 
afterwards I cannot say. 
All I know is that 
Appianky was reported 
as ‘dead’ in the 
following year's Hunter 
Chasers and Point-To- 
Pointers annual. 

One ‘strange’ race 
that I did not witness - it 
happened a year before 
I was bom - took place 
at the Pembrokeshire 
Hunt Point-To-Point at 
Scoveston Fort in 
Pembrokeshire back in 
1935 in the adjacent 
hunts' race. 

A spectator 
remounted a fallen 
horse called Seldom 
Seen and riding with 
great gusto got up on 
the line to beat Sir 
Thomas Meyrick's 
Haverfordwest by a 
short head - but 
spoilsports that they 
were, the stewards 
disqualified him!

m HARD-FOUGHT WIN OVER % 
WORLD NO 2 COULD DO 
WONDERS FOR SELF-BELIEF 




R eaction 

to Wales’ 
gritty, 

historic win over 
South Africa at the 
Millennium 
Stadium on 
Saturday, brought 
to mind Dylan 
Thomas’s response 
to a commentator 
on his work: 

“What you call 
ugly in my poetry 
is, in reality, 
nothing but the 
strong stressing of 
the physical”. 

In rugby terms the 
reality, sadly for the 
purists, is that 
traditional Welsh play 
which inspired Max 
Boyce to pen ‘Hymns 
and Arias’ and reached 
its free-flowing majesty 
in the golden era of the 
’70s, has had to 
reluctantly adapt as the 


modern game gradually 
evolved into a 
Dylanesque “craft or 
sullen art”. 

In a professional age 
then, ‘winning ugly’ is 
accepted, for it is the 
result that matters above 
all - and no-one 
understands this better 
than a Kiwi head coach. 
Wales has now had 
three of them; so it is no 
surprise that only the 
second win over the 
Springboks in 108 
years, by a heart¬ 
stopping 12-6, was 
masterminded by 
present incumbent 
Warren Gatland. 

The first (29-19), was 
engineered by 
compatriot Graham 
Henry back in 1999, at 
a euphoric, half- 
completed stadium in 
World Cup year. 

Since then, the Welsh 


team has been steadily 
steered out of the 
doldrums to a point 
where it can match the 
best in the world for 70 
minutes - as underlined 
in the autumn games 
against Australia and 
New Zealand, but 
frustratingly denied the 
spoils, yet again, by 


failing to stay error- 
free, clinical and 
composed for those 
crucial last 10 minutes. 

Last week, this 
column asked - ‘Can 
Wales finally beat the 
10-minute hoodoo as 
the clock winds downT 

In Cardiff on 
Saturday, the answer 
was ‘Yes - just!’ It was 
not stylish as in days of 
yore by any means, 
more a resolute war of 
attrition waged against 
famously physical 
opponents that went 
right down to the wire - 
and with the inevitable 
white knuckle ride 
when victory could 
have been wrenched 
from Welsh hands in the 
dying seconds. 

It began, as had all 
three previous tests, 
with Wales charging out 
of the blocks and 
drawing first blood, 
through a penalty inside 
three minutes by Leigh 
Halfpenny, whose 
unerring boot would 
accumulate all of 
Wales’ 12 points; 
followed five minutes 
later by a Springbok 
riposte - Pat Lambie 
equalling with the first 
of two penalties that 
would comprise his 
side’s meagre total. 

Both men failed with 
another attempt to put 
their side ahead 
(Halfpenny’s kick 
scraping the post) as 
both packs strove for 
set-piece control with 
mixed success - and 
there was a surreal 
moment when almost 
every Welshman piled 
into a driving maul just 
feet from the opposing 
line - only to lose 
control and possession! 


Then came another 
almost surreal moment 
when little met large, as 
full back Halfpenny 
(just over 13 stone) 
downed giant 19-stone 
second forward Eben 
Etzebeth with a head- 
on, try-saving tackle. 

It inspired a renewed 
effort by the team as 
halftime neared, but the 
score remained locked 
at 3-3 - though there 
were clear signs, despite 
a malfunctioning 
lineout, that Welsh pack 
power was gaining the 
upper hand. 

Five minutes after 
the changeover, 
Halfpenny struck with a 
penalty from 43 metres 
to inch Wales ahead 6- 
3, but Lambie levelled 
the scores; only for 
Welsh pressure to tell 
again, resulting in 
Halfpenny once more 
taking Wales into the 
lead with his third 
pinpoint shot at goal. 

The increasingly 
hard-pressed South 
Africans plunged their 
first wave of 
replacements into the 
fray, but were almost 
immediately penalised 
at the scrum and up 
stepped Halfpenny to 
land his fourth, and last, 
kick as the final quarter 
approached. 

To add to Springbok 
woes, a badly dislocated 
knee saw their popular 
captain Jean de Villiers 
depart the field on a 
mobile stretcher, to a 
round of sympathetic 
applause. But their 
problems were not over 
yet, as a controversial 
yellow card saw the 
tourists reduced to 14 
men, which galvanised 
a Welsh team that had 


been given an 
unexpected breather, 
thanks to the extended 
stoppage occasioned by 
the unfortunate injury to 
de Villiers. 

This interlude may 
have been a factor in 
the Welsh camp not 
repeating the puzzling 
decision to send on the 
tsunami of replacements 
seen against the All 
Blacks that seemed to 
demolish what had 
appeared set to be a 
winning game plan. 

When the dreaded 10 
minutes arrived on the 
clock, it was Wales’ 
turn to suffer a blow 
when Halfpenny had to 
leave the field, replaced 
by Scott Williams on 
the wing, with fellow 
Scarlet Liam Williams 
moving to full back. 

Outstanding man-of- 
the-match Dan Biggar, 
who, with Ospreys’ 
team mate Rhys Webb, 
was the fulcrum of a 
monumental team effort 
that had put Wales in 


the driving seat, sought 
to put matters beyond 
doubt with a snap drop 
goal that slewed like a 
wayward exocet away 
from the target, only to 
see the ball knocked on, 
leading to a Welsh 
attacking scrum that in 
the end foundered on 
the try line. 

One final moment of 
drama remained as full 
time approached - 
inevitably at the other 
end of the ground - 
when a long, probing 
kick seemed destined 
for the Welsh dead ball 
area, only for poor Scott 
Williams to almost give 
Gatland (who had 
turned away, unable to 
watch) a seizure by 
putting a fumbling hand 
to it. 

Alarm bells rang as it 
resulted in a scrum 5 to 
the struggling 
Springboks, who could 
hardly believe they now 
had a last-ditch chance 
to win a game that had 
seemed beyond them. 


Fortunately, a 
superhuman pack effort 
saw Taulupe Faletau 
emerge with the ball 
and this time there was 
to be no heartbreak 
finish as the final 
whistle sounded for a 
fully-deserved Welsh 
victory over the second 
best team in the world - 
and a big three ‘scalp’ 
to boot! 

Though one swallow 
does not make a 
summer (or an autumn), 
this one result, after so 
many futile attempts 
against southern 
hemisphere giants, may 
yet come to be viewed, 
not only as a vital 
psychological fillip for 
this still young squad, 
but pivotal to the 
continued recovery of 
Welsh rugby itself - if it 
can be used (in 
conjunction with the 
upcoming Six Nations) 
to instil long-sought 
self-belief for next 
year’s Rugby World Cup 
and beyond.
